in the wilderness and fight with savage mon 
and savage. beasts. General Banke, whatever nay 
be said agninst the system of serfuge ‘which’ he 
has found himself forced to establish, -may urge 
in extenuation that he could not as a°wiee ruler 
allow rich lands to. remain unéultivated; while 
there were hundreds of thousands of men strong 
enough to work upon them, but who would not 
or could not work without compulsion 6r. gui-~ 
dance ; but General Butler, in taking the pulpit 
under his management—or, as Mr. Lincoln phras 
sesit, “in ruaning-the “ oburcher,’? has usurped 
@ power thit at any tinie these two hundred 
years would have cost a King of England his 
throne, if not his head. if he had dared to exercise, 
or evea to claim it. Generals Burnside, Schenck, 
Mifroy, Hascal!, and a whole host of subordinate 
prqvost-marshals, have made Eurcpe and Ameri- 
cafring with: the story of their willingnoss to 
ordsh out the liberties of their countrymen, end 
of their attempts to rival the worst atrocities of 
the worst tyrants whom the world ever saw. 
‘Yhere is no lack of. ggeh, material in the Federal 
Army. In this réspeot it may be urged bn be- 
half o} the Amertean#:that in a time of civil war, 
when. the military.bc¢emes the supreme power, 
it cannot be otherwise; that an army is a ruth- 
lors machine, and that unreasoning obedience to 
anthority ia the easence of the-discipline without 
which n0 ermy cnn exist, But these are circums- 
tances which the Americans ought to considor 
before it be tod Tate to rescue their liberty froma 
grasp which, will-not again relax, if it once get 
firm hold, without years or even generations of 
anarchy and. convulsion. 

‘Tho présent condition of the two gréat parties, 
—tlie one holding, and the other endeavouring 
toattain power, is perhaps more melancholy than 
all the other aspects’ of the hour. . The Republi- 
cans ignore and deny the principle .on ‘which the 
Union wis founded, and are. revolutionizing the 
whole- system: of: government, substituting force 
for consent, centralization for diffusion, despotism 
for liberty. They are not clove arbitrary, but 
corrupt. They destroy liberty for the sake of 
territory, and would treat their brethren of the 
South as the’ Norman invaders under William the 
Conqueror treated. ‘the Saxon English. They 
force their pplitical, religious, and philanthrepic 
dootrines down the throuts of récalcitrants with 
the eword, and are as mercilessly. ‘intolerant ns 
the successors of Mahomed in Asia, or the In- 
quisition in Spain, The plunder rather than the 
conquest of the South is the object at ‘which 
they aim; and could they obtain possession ofthe 
Southern plantations of cotton, rice; suger, or 
4obaceo, and. were unable to cultivate them. by 
tho free Iabotir either of white mep or ‘of blacks, 
they would do on a large scale what General 
Banks has dono on a emall one, and:-ré-ésta- 
dlish. slavery--ns. they have abolished tho 
Constitution—on the . plea’ of military nédea~ 
sity. Nor are their great opponents, "the 
Democrats, very much better.. They clamour for 
-winr while they mean peace. They are hopelesaly 


| corrupt and demoralized by the long posieasion of 


power’ which they abused by the meany that.their 
system compelted them to-adopt to maintain them- 
relves in' possession of place and its perquisites. 
in shore, the real intelligence,‘ virtue, and public 
spirit of the country are not represented by either 
of the parties that exist. Honest men keep: aloof 
from  pplitics ‘lest they should be comtatninated, 
and the public peril has not yet iropressed: itself 
with sufficient vividness hefore the eyss, of the 
majority to force them to arise, a5.the people havo 
been aceustemed to do in other countries at great 
national crises, and. aweep away’ the old. parties 
indignantly by.the creation of a new, without other 
objects to serve than tbose of the publié saféty, or 
other motives tham those. of the national honour, 

It is under circumétances like thes that the 
fourth-campaign of the war has opened, ~ Should 
successes reward the perseveranes’ of: the pe 
there will net be vary muoh .. differance in’ the 
:picture. Should, however, a great reverse: befall 
either General Meade or General Grant, a'change 
may reanlt at which the world will bo: astonished.
